THE  3RITISH  .APPLE  lAAPjffiT 

Prices  realized  for  American  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction  of  Decem- 
"ber  15  were  slightly  "below  the  level  of  the  previous  week,  according  to  quo- 
tations cabled  by  }fur .  Edwin  Smith,  the  Departuent's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe, 
Maine  Baldwins  topi^ed  the  raarket,  "but  sold  slowly  at  from  $4.87  to  $5.84  per 
"barrel  as  against  ^{^5.84  to  $6.08  per  "barrel  last  week.    Much  of  the  "barreled 
stock,  particularly  of  the  Virginia  varieties,  was  in  varia"ble  condition. 
Prices  on  "boxed  varieties  also  tended  downward,  Extra  Fancy  Yellow  Newtowns 
from  Oregon  "bringing  fron  $2.98  to  $3.16  per  "box  as  con^oared  with  $3.41  last 
week. 


All  of  the  Virginia  varieties  were  in  light  supply  "but  the  condition 
of  the  fruit  was  extremely  variable.     The  demand  was  slow  even  for  good  con- 
dition fruit.    Virginia  York  Imperials  are  showing  slight  scald,  states  Ifir . 
Smith.    Recent  arrivals  of  Yorks  in  overripe  condition  and  with  considerable 
waste  have  taken  the  confidence  out  of  that  line.    Rhode  IsLond  Greenings 
from  ITew  York  and  Baldwins  from  Maine  were  in  liberal  supply  and  good  con- 
dition.    These  varieties  sold  moderately,  the  Greenings  bringing  from  $4.62 
to  $5.11  per  barrel  as  against  $5.84  to  $6.33  the  preceding w eek.    New  York 
Baldwins  were  in  light  supply  but  the  demand  was  slow,  due  probably  to  the 
fact  that  the  finiit  was  only  in  fair  condition.     Supplies  of  Oregon  Yellow 
ITewtowns  vzere  liberal  but  only  light  supplies  of  Oregon  Belicious  v/ere  avail- 
able.    Other  boxed  varieties  were  in  light  to  moderate  supply. 

The  British  market  in  general  is  steady  on  cooking  apples  ''mt  v/eak  on 
dessert  varieties,  sta-tes  Mr.  Smith.     Supplies  of  barreled  apples  from  Nova 
Scotia  are  heavy.    Large  quantities  of  Spanish  and  Jaffa  oranges  are  also 
being  offered  on  the  market.     The  Nova  Scotian  apnles  are  selling  mostly  for 
from  $2.92  to-  $4.14  per  barrel.     Spanish  and  Jaffa  oranges  are  bringing  from 
$2.55  to  $3.65  per  box.     Jamaican  grapefruit  is  sellir.g  at  from  ^^3,65  to 
$5.35  per  box.     Tlie  weather  in  Great  Britain  during  the  past  week  was  mostly 
clear  and  cool. 

Prices  quoted  in  Hamburg  were  considerably  above  those  quoted  in 
Liverpool.    Pacific  Northwest  Jonathans  a.nd  Spitzenburgs  are  reaching  the 
Hamb\irg  market  in  an  overripe  condition  and  with  a  snail  amount  of  vitality, 
states  Mr.  Smith.     The  market  is  showing  we,-;'kn3ss  on  boxed  apples,  which  are 
greatly  in  excess  of  demand.     Supplies  of  barreled  apples,  hoviever,  are  only 
moderate  and  the  market  for  these  is  showi:ig  strength.     Small  quantities  of 
attractive  peaches,  apricots  and  -olums  are  beginning  to  arrive  from  South 
Africa.     This  fruit  is  from  the  nevr  South  Afrie^-.n  crop  and  is  selling  at 
high  prices  ranging  from  $3.65  to  $6.03  per  box  of  ten  pounds.  Shipments 
in  volume,  however,  are  not  exncctcd  to  reach  the  market  until  about  Janua.ry 
1.    Wider  distribution  of  South  African  fruit  on  the  continent  is  ei-rpected 
this  season.
